the labor of the French Acadiaos, who became for a time eerraots 
to the cobquerors of their own territory.

After Col. Allan's return from his risit to Congress, and his 
interriew with Washington, he remained in Boston about three 
months, urging upon the members of the council the necessity of 
protection to the eastern part of Maine, as well as the greel ed- 
Tantage to the country of the taking peesession of the western part 
ef Nora fieotie, end edfoeetiBg the eeedieg of tm vaed Ibvee Ibr 
tbiftpnpoee^wbiehtlMjeoMeitedtodo.

After his return from the expedition to the St. Johns of which 
his jo^rnaI and letters give a full account, ho assumed the duties 
of Superintendent of the Indian tribes. As they had assisted and 
shown much hrarery in the defense of JtUohias, many of them

The Ftymonth oonnoilin England made a grant htm 
trade with the Indians along thia eoaet, probably under 
the charter before named, or under that of 1620 to the well 
known active merchants Isaac AUerton and Richard Yines, 
and under this right they traded in the harbors, and 
established » smaU trading boose at Maehiaa in 16M, which 
iiist brings that name into hiatoiy.

la I6889 Oofenor Androa eanaed an aoeonni of liie 
Uiabitanti on this territory to be taken ; they numbered 
but forty-five persons, all Frenchmen. 

In 1704, the celebrated Capt Chorch visited this coaet 
in porrait of the Indians, and belieTing that theee people, 
•aidisd and anooniifed Ihem in flieir wars with tiia eoloniati, 
lie d eatro y a d tfieir liabitaliona and Immght them all away 
as prisoners, thos maintaining the claim to the oonntiy for 
the English. 

At length the government of Massachusetts seems to 
ksfo baeoma adnura of tiia valna of thia t a n i t m y, and in 
1T48 amplqiyed Bidiaid Haaaii to maka|nrv«ya and fiMrm^ 
a ehart of the ooaat weat'of the Paseamiiqnoddy bay.

Although the ntnation of Maehias and the neighboring 
■etdemento wm almost oompletely iaolafted ftom the prin- 
cipal towniy and no mails or regular oonTSjanoes rssehed 

them, still the news of the operations of the Britiah at 
Concord and Lexington, on the 19th of April, 1775, soon 
arrived there, and they were well inlormed of the prepara- 
tions of the patriots to resist these nsnipaitions at whiOofisr 
eost| and no donhtdiseossions had taken plaoa^ andrssolii- 
tions had bean made to stand bj thsir ftisods at Boston and 
elsewhere to the last, and the opportnni^ to show their 
bravery was soon to arrive. 

Oapt Ichabod Jones, who had to several jears been 
Intarestsd in tha tiade of Macluasy was Boston with his 
two sloops, and was dssiions of rstoming tfaors with his 
fiunily and honsehold famiture, and also his castomaiy 
supplies to trade for a return cargo. Admiral Graves, 
then in command of the British fleets was in want of 
lombsr fiw tha nsa of their IteoopSi and Jonas was siq^ 
possdtobawsil inettnad towaids tiiat party^an ana^ga> 
ment was soon made tiial Jones shooM bs?o tiia nsoss*' 
saxy permit, provided he would return with cargoes of 
lumber, for which he should receive a fidr remuneration. 
In Older to pvotsot Jones, and insovs his latnm with tha 
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lumber, the •admiral decided to send with him the armed 
■diooner Margaretta, of about 100 tons, carryiDg about 
Marty men, commanded bj Midahipman Moorey who wm a

arrived at Machias ou the second of June. As the people 
had agreed to the non-intercourse pledge against trading 
with persons acting by or with the enemy, some diffioulty 
ooonmd in obtainiog Uberfy Ibr Jonea & eeU hb ea^ 
• pwwhiae the himber to load Ma atoopa; but al a meetiiig 

pnrpoee, the matter waa diseaned and finally 
aTote was passed that he coald sell and pnrchase as he bad 
ftnner^ done, the probability being that the soppliee were 
ymtf much needed and th^ eoold not rafliae them. 

Bnt iHdle thia boiineai waa going oot aoma of the moat 
aidant of tiia Wlifga ware diaaatialled with the arrange- 
ment, and agreed that Jones ought not to be permitted to 
carry the caigoes of lumber to aid the British army then 
occupying Boston. 

If tiiaj bad looked at the matter ftom aaalfiah aland- 
point* no people over had more to ftar from oommondng 
boatOHiea with tiie Britlah than themaelTeo, and no com- 
m unity could be more ezpoaed to retaliation and lees 
hopeful of aid in their day of peril. Their only method 
of oommonicatio^ with their Mends for help in men and 
•appHaay waa bj aea, and these ooold effectiTely be cat off 
by tim enemy, and so iaolate them from the world. To 
moat man any opporition to anoh a power wonUL aeem 
haidy in the extreme ; but so did not reason the brave men 
of Machias. Among the bold and daring men who were 
faa^ to take the first step in this almost desperate enter- 
piiM waa Benjamin Foster : he was anensigotioman,had 
.aamd M naoldlor intiia old ]!taMh ww» waaaltiio taUi^ 
of Lorfrimifi nd waa flaaQiar wifli danger;, ha liad 
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arranged with a few trusty friends to make a eudden attack 
on the Maigarotta and capture her, and then aecuie the 
two Bloope. 

On Siuidajy the ele?«iidft daj of Jiiiie» Umj prepmd to' 
put their'plot into ozoention ; as the offioen wm at cimfoii, 

it was intended to take them priBoners, and Uien it was 
thought the schooner could be captured without any loss of 
life. But while Foster and hb men were attempting to 
sorroond the ohnrehf an alarm ^was giveni the offirers 
escaped ont of the windows, and socoeeding In getdng on 
board th^ Vessel, they soon got her nnder weigh and 
dropped below the Narrows, sending word that if the people 
molested the sloops, they would return and burn the town. 
It was decided to take possession of the sloops at once, 
which was donOt It was tiben proposed tiiat Jeremiah 

^O^iien shoinld assnme the command of one of lliem, and 
obtain a crew of forty men, while Foster shoold proceed to 
the East village and get ready a schooner, and, with a com- 
plement of men meet O'Brien in the sloop at the Bim, the 

* next momiiig, and then pusoe the Maigaretta. The men 
were soon on board, bat on an examination of the armament 
it was found to be twenty mnskels with a few cihargea of 
powder, mostly on board O'Brien's sloop, and on both 
vessels thirteen pitchforks and twelve axes. The vessels 
were soon in punnit; but before reachii^ the Maigaretta, 
Fostsr^s vessel got sgronnd ; yet O'Brien^ nothing daontedt 
pushedoQ. Thn^anwastoputihe doop alongside, and 
cany the British cutter by boarding. On approaclung the 
enemy, Captain Moore hailed the sloop to know their de- 
mands, adding, if they approached nearer, he would fire. 
O'Brien called on him .to fire, but Moore seemed desimii *. 
of avoiding a ccdlision, and he crowded aU sail to get 
away; in jibing the Maigaretta carried away her' main 
boom and stood into a small bay where she obtained a spar 
and a pilot from a vessel lying there. Standing out to sea

replied to him with their muflkets with good effect and the 

Captain Moore threw hand 
grenadee in person^ hut waa eoon mortally wounded, and 
JwkattiiBtliiiMdMwaaboaidedfiKnntfaaaloqpi Ajvoag 
midddpman, irbo had aoooeeded to the oommand, loet hia 
firaawiea of mind and fled to tiioeabiii, and CyBrienaadlda 
men took poesession without further resistance. Of our 
adrentarona band one man was killed , one mortally and 
three bad^ wounded. On board the Margarettay four 
penoM were killed, and Oaptoin Moore mmtalfy wounded.

I left the long Wharf iu Boston together with M' Bow

wUdi Plaoo wo orriTod (after Maaj UDferCiiBato Aoei-

Daring my Stay at Machias I met with Ck>l. Shaw^ 
wliote Favor I obtained Oep^.

the Qarriton in such a Manner as to have brought them 
on their Backa, However, our men rushed Resolutely 
tofwarda the Skwp op to their Eneea in Mnd, which made 
endinKolaeaa to alarm tiie Gentry, who haOed ^lem ft 
immediately called the Berg* of the Guard : The Serg*. 
on oonoming up. Ordered his Men to fire, but was immedi- 
ately told by M' Row that if they fired one Gun, Every 
Man of them ihonld be pnt to Death; wbieh lo fri|^tened 
tiie poor Devile that iStnf emrendered wilbont firing a 
Shot, although our People Oonld not board her without 
the Assistance of the Conquered, who let down Ropes to 
our Men to get up by.

Evening before, prevented his own Escape and occasioned 
his being taken in Arms. 

The Sloop BOW beginning to float k the Fog breakiiig 
•way, wo wore diaoowed by the Qanisoiit who obMrfing 
our Sails loooe tiiooght at fint, it was done only with an 
Intent to diy them, but soon Perceiving that we were 
nnder Way, fired several Cannon shot at us & marched 
down a Party of 60 Mcu to attack us, but we were at each 
diitaaoe» that all their Shot waa of no Conaeqiieiioe. 

We then tailed to Fort Lawrenoe, another Flart of ih» 
Township, and there landed Part of the Stores on bond 
the Sloop to Enable us to attack the Garrison. 

Having left a small Guard on board the Sloop to secure 
the Prisoners, I marched the Remainder to Onmberland 
side of the Biver and Encamp'd within about one mile of 
the Forty and was there joined by a Knmber of the Li- 
habitanta so that onr whole Force was now about 180 
Men, but having several outposts to guard, & many Prison- 
ers to take Care of, the Knmber that Bemained in the • 
Gamp, did not Exceed 80 men;— I now thought Proper to 
invest the Fort 4 for this Poipoee sent a Sommons to tiio 
Commanding Offleer, to sarrender, (a Gopy of whidi 
together with his Answer I have Enclosed) — 

Upon Col. Gorhams Refusal to surrender we attempted 
to storm the Fort in the Night of the 12^ Nov with our 
scaling Ladders h other AcoootrementSy bat finding the 
Fort to be stronger than we imagined (oooasioned by late 
Repairs) We Uiought fit to Relinquish our Design after a 
heavy firing from their Great Guns aud small Arms with 
Intermission for 2 Hours, which we Sustained without 
aqr IiOSB (Eieept one Indian being wonnded) who behaved 
Teiy gallantfy, and Retreated In good Order to oor Csnpw 

Our whole Force in this Attack, Consisted of about 00 
Men, while the Enemy were 100 strong in the Fort, as I 
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iMTBsd nnce fix>m some Deserters who came over to as ; • 
A giwilM nmnlMr than we imagined. I mast needs ao- 
qidiit yon Hononthilirofer Men beh«?ed better than 
•an, during tiie engagement never flinehingy in the midet 
of a AirioQs Oannonede from the Enemy. 

In this Posture we Continned a Number of Days and 
totel^ cut off their Communications with the Country, 
Xeeptng them elosely blocked up within the Fort, which 
we Ei^eeled to tike inn Utile Time bj the Amrtenee of 
n Beinlbreement from WeetwMd. 

In the mean Time on the 27** Not* arrived in the Bay 
a Man of "War, from Halifax, with a Reinforcement for 
the Garrison consisting of near 400* Men 4 landed on that 
and the day following. 

Kor. 80^ The Enemy to the Number of SOd; Game, out

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He does not mention the demand made for the snrrender 
of the fort or the reply. He says several of the assailants 
were kiUed and woonded, and that their hcmsee were bomi 
1^ tine eoemy.

record as briefly as possible of the doings while on the expe- 
pedition to the St John river, the experiences there, and on 

. the retnm, as well as the operations at Machias for several 
months aftorwaidai ambnoing n period of abovt eight s 
mooflis. The book itself bears internal ovidenoe of bard 
, oqperienoea in its discolored and faded appearance, and the 
writing shows that it may have often been done in storms 
by day and over a straggling fire light in the encampment 
. at night It contains no record of the nnmben who ao- 
oompaniad them tibroogh liie great wildemesiy but aofml - 
jeats afterOoL Alknatatedlliey nnmberedinaliaboat fro 
hundred. Probably most of them wereLidians, and a laigo 
majority were women and children. Let us follow this 
exodus from their own territory to where they would be 
under the anpenriaion of their Moses, and free fiom the 
allnrenMnli and pramiaea of the British aganta, who wave 

' andaavoring to inatigats ^«mto join their aide andfldl 
upon the fbebla aetUements, and destroy or diifa olf tiiair 
inhabitanta.

tiful inland basin very intricate. Notwithstanding the 
water is very deep and might be navigated with vessels of 
any borthen, vast white granite boulders rise abovo the 
snifiwe and are also seen at Tarioos depths below its trsn^ 
parent waters. The shores are lined these b(Nildei% 
whidi at many places form natond whartes, wifli twenty 
and often forty feet of water near their perpendicular sides. 
The hills slope gradually down to the shores, where the 
blocks of white granite appear like solid masoniy, and 
exhibit a degree of neatness seldom seen on the maigin of 
lakesin the wilderness. The nnmeroos islands are cofeied 
with cedar, spruce, hemlock and birch. The monntains 
and hills of the shore bear lofty groves of pine, hemlock 
and larch; elmi ash and cedar being the production on 
the lower gronnds. Univerml gloom and stillness reign 
OTcr these lakes and the finests aronnd them. From the 
highest of the hills no appearance of clearings or any sign 
of enltivation can be seen — not even the logging road can 
be traced far from the water, and the only indications of 
human industry are the naked poles of the lumberman's 
deserted camp and the ancient trails of the Indians.

oAn weighs a doaan to twenty ponnda. 

From the head of the Grand Chepatnecticook lake 
there is a narrow passage about a mile in length commu- 
nicating with North lake, into which a small stream enters 
from the northward called Monnment brook; at ita sooroe 
ia the momimaot fixed hj the eommiaaionen under the 
traa^ of 1814 lo aetHe the bonndary, and Uina fiur the lino 
nma ftvm near Baatpoit np the St Oroix, and its northern 
branch the Cheputnecticook' and so through tfao lakes ' 
we have described to this point by water about one hun- 
dred and twenty-five miles. Between North lake and 
' Sal mar hdce whioh emptiea into the 6t J<^, ia the 
MotagmoMiMhaih portage, abont three milea>long. Thia 
waa n earrying place fiw the Indiana long befiwe the 
country was discovered by Europeans. Along this route 
• they transported their canoes, their arms and provisions, 
either from the ancient French fort at the Gemsec (Jem- 
a^g) or from Qaebee, to attaek and deatrogr the frontier 
aattlemeoti in ICaine and Kew Hampshire. Their andent

Mr. Allan then aeked the liberty to apeak— ^ 
anawered that th^ bad aent Ibr him to see their manner of 
proceeding, to welcome him, and admit him as one of 
the tribe, and if he had any thing to say, to call them to 
his own house, where they would haye a conference. 

Mr. AUan after retnming them tbanka Ibr the fiiendahip 
toward bim, infited tbem to meet at hia boaae on Mondagr 
at 10 o^cloek for en o o n . On Mr. Allan asking abonta 
place to iix liia camp, the chiefs answered that the hoose 
belonging to the Priest, which joins the Mass house, 
ahonld be for his use on condition tliat no profanity should 
be committed, and aa tfa^ confided that be (Mr. AUan) 
would not allow anob meaanreai tfa^ inaiated on bia IMag 
there, which was accepted. 

AuKPAQUB June 8 1777 ."Early Sunday morning fired

it being their desire in conjunction with deputies from

fharsday July 8, 1777 This morning arrived Lieut

many of the men were wynneaqry and unwilling to etay,

broise. The Indians came to a consultation on the critical 
iitiiation, and resolved to meet the Soldiers, that Mr Allan 
•honld stay along with the fiunilios, and return with them. - 
fimmtiBnttjy tiiqr took down tbmr beUyOtniek their etmpe 
and removed. On the men'a going off two oannons were 
fred. The Ovmberiandert being akme, came to a reeoln- 
tion to remove, to prevent being surprised. First all the 
effects worth removing, cannon, Ac. were carried and 
concealed on an Island, then all hands crossed the river 
which busied ns three hourly and took us till near mid- 
idl^ when all was over. Boott being veiy uneasy wanted 
to i^oin his party, determined Mr. Allan to go to where 
the Indian families were to procure a canoe to conduct 
him to Oramoucto River. After paddling all night, 
baring missed the place, went 6 or 7 miles np the river 
(Oromncto), without finding said families, returned and 
anrifed where thej were abont 9 o'clook mneh fatigiied* 

JW^ Jufy 4 After dispatching Mr Boott with John 

Harsh, who were to go and pilot that party to Maehiaa, 
we went to join our Cumberland people, and inform them 
of the news brought by a Frenchman that one George (so 
named) had inlbnned that HOO Soldiers were to set off this 
morning in quest of Oapt Dyer's party, 100 to come in 
qaest of Mr. Allan and his band. 

All hands removed a little fhrther up the river, to a 
French house, where we took some refreshment Mr 
Allan, Mr Preble and Sel^ went again to the Indian fami- 
Hsa; sent our two canoes roimd the Island. On our arrival 
tea Johi^Manhhad jostretoned. Being inliMined by 
Ha liffiaBa batowthal early in the morning 50 8oldiem 
WHt asBl off to take us, and all the £unilies, removed 
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further up hy their hnsbMid's leqneit After sending 
int^igenoo to oar peoplt, we went op with the fiuniliei^ 
it bdng the Indian's denre thit Mr. Allan ahonld keep . 
along with them. We came to the upper French* lettl^ 

xnent late in the evening. 

Saturday July 5 This day several of the Indian canoes 

eame np^ aa did Ambrose, informing that Piere Toma and 
4 men went on board the Biitiflh VesMlSy alter diipntbg 
Teiyhard with the captains and young men, who were 
determined to go and attack the rear of the soldiers that 
went up Oramoucto, but Piere Toma relinquishing a 
certain resolution, and in this extremity complying with 
the desire of the other, the eontsst between them snbiided. 
Aflertfafi^had embarked Ibr the attack; this MrPtoble 
teoelTed irom IHehf. Hawaries; also was told MrFrsnklin 
was on the river, who at first wanted a conference with 
Mr Allan, but afterward observed he was so bad, he could 
not see him unless a prisoner. 

Sunday Juiy 6 At the upper settlements. This 

morning sent oiF John Marsh and Piere Panl for Mr 
Ptable's artieles that were eoncesled down the fiver. 
About noon all the Indians came up except Piere Tomma, 
Piere Jo. Jeoquienno ond Francis Blackducks, who wont 
aboard the British veaselsy and will stay until they hear 
the event of the 'Ommoaoto party. John Marsh and 
Piere Pan! broogfat up the Fnrs and Mr Preble's tfaiiigv. 
Had a oonforanee with the Indians in Magrole^a bam. 



'ThflSS were Acadians who had escaped acron the baj at the tims of • 
the remoTal of their fHendt by Qcncral Wlnslow In 1755 ; they were 
gonerallj friendly to our caufo. After Ihc war was orcr the EngUab drove 
them from their poAscitsions at the point of the bayonet, and they retreated 
ap the rirer far into tlie wllUemcss, and now form the HadawMCS settle 
menta, part of which are now within the limits of Blaine.

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where Mr. Allan made a Yeiy moving speech respecting 
his and hia people's eituatioii. Besolred to send two 
IiidlaiittopikiaimntoMtduMMtooiiMpoM The 
ImSkm wm all mumimout in oppoug tiM mmj, Imt 
implioitlj ftllowed Mr. Alltn's adrioe wiUi ngwd to 
keeping peace as long as possible. Went down about 
ranset to mass roll. Then Ankpaqne Island to get some 
things we had hid there. On going round the Island found 
Britom wm «l tiie ehapeL On eonsnlting Jo. Tmm, 
Mooliided to go mnd the Idand babk 9gim and cndea- 
TOUT to apeak wMi our OumlMilaiid people, kot inmd the 
Britons had cut us oS. 

Still bent to give information to our people, landed near 
n French house where we came very near being taken 
aboQl S o'doek in the morning. Am aoon ai wo found 
kow narrowlj we eaeaped, went on an Idand and tarried 
Imt a short time, when I heard the cries of a man in much 
distress. They surprised our people, one of whom on 
trying to escape was stabbed with bayonets which caused 
IkeeriesIkadkeanL GonoealodooiaelTei on the idand— 
keard but Hbw gnni fired. 

Mmday July 7 Abont 9 o^eloek keard tbe enemy 

fix our boat they had taken, and row off. We went on 
the main, carried up our canoe, and set off up the river 
tkioogh the woods, oonoluding the enemy had secured thjB 
poamaof tiMiiTorf and kadgono in pomoit of Mr AUan, 
wko they were determmed to take. Oamo ont at the 
French house where we had left the Indian £Etmilies and 
Mr Allan ; found they had retreated 8 or 10 miles farther 
up. We joined them in the evening, found most of the

Bent two Indians up to Meducteck to bring down the 
trunk of papers Mr Preble carried up there with him. 
Sent Isaiah Boudreau and two men to procure provisiona 
ftom the Freneb and Iq the afternoon went down with two 
canoes on the same armd, bnt liMind Hio inhabitants wn^ 
advene to supplying ua throngh foar of soffBring Ibr it, aa 
Mr. Franklin forbid it on the penalty of destroying them. 
Took one bnshell of com by force, and return to Bead^ 
Island. 

W€dmBda^Ju^9 Bain all daj—aentOiq^Btary Mr 

Howe, Dr. Claik and otbeia, ten in all, to take provisiona 

where they could find 'em. In the evening the Indian 
fiimilies moved to Bear Island. Yesterday two Indians 
that had gone on board with Piere Toma returned bringing 
thia intalligenca» that the Eneo^aaid Gapt Djar'a par^ 
were like Devils, and believed half Indians. Thejwent 
after Uisni with flvo boats, that three bad retomed willi 
some wonnded men ; that the enemy were determined to 
follow Mr Allan to the gates of bell to take him ; They 
intended to follow him to Meductec. Piere Toma bro't a 
message from Franklin to Ambroiae, desiring him to coosa 
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and aee him, bat he replied, that French officers and Eng- 
liih officers also, always wrote when they wanted anj 
Hibf of liint and wboUj npliedt ho would nol go to mo . 
Urn. Ploio ToBm was miicli d^ootod to see himself 
abandoned and deserted by all the Indians, and none 
woald retnm with him on board, as he had promised, bat 
his son with their fimuUes, In the evening we all removed 
to the main. Onr people returned, brooght a Cow and 
ioiiio iBcttaii moaL Dr Glaik had been al Anlq^ne, in 
tiio diapel, hioogfat away tiio English ooloms, whioh had 
been hoisted by Piere Toma for a conference. 

Thursday July 10 Oar people, being determined to 

go to Machlas, divided the provisions among them and 
pieparo ibr the jounicji and the same evening ranoved to 
tiie phwe of tiieir depaitoie. This daj Piere Toma went 
down to Mr Franldin according to promise. Another 
canoe went down to the French Village for com. Mr 
Allan (n^yself and Bondreau) which only are to stay with 
him, moved op to Bear Island. Three young men of 
Gomberiand remained to go there for inteUigenoe — David 
Terrell, John Me Gown, and Jon*. Eddj. 

Friday July 11 : Ambrose, Sod and Piere Benoit set 

ont to Pilot our people to Macbias, to the number of 21. 
I set off for Medocteck, where I arrived in the evening, 
after mneh fiitigne in poling np the eanoe» where I fonnd 
Mir Frehlei Br. Fevers, Llentf. Longfollow and Soott, 
agreeing wltii Indians to convey them to Macbias. The 
canoe that went down with Piere Toma, returned with 
• their com — heard the enemy had returned to Ankpaque. 

Saturday July 12. Mbduoteck Mr Allan arrived with 

Ambroise and rested here. Nothing material transacted. 

K. B. There are many material matters past since last 
Snnday, omitted, for Mr Preble in the confusion, carried 
away the trunk of papers as aforementioned, and could not 
get them for aomedi^ in which time mangrthingsarefoigot. 
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Sunday July 18 At a* Btrcam of 8t Johns river, re- 
moved across the emjmg place from Medactick toward 
the head of Paaeamaqiiody river about five oiiki. It it 
inmdible wbtl diiBoiiltiea the Indiaiii undeigo in tiiis 
trmibleaoiiia time, whm io nanj fiyniliM m oUlged to 
fly with precipitatioii rather than become frienda to the 
Tyrant of Britain, some backing their aged parents, others 
their maimed and decre|^d brethren, the old women lead-- 
ing Hho young children, moUien caiiTiiig tiieir tafimts, 
togeiher with great loads of baggi^ As to Iba oanoesy 
tfie men maka it a pkj to oonvay liiom aenm Yeatarday 
morning sent two lodians to the first French inhabitants 
for intolligencey and we wait their return before we mova 
hence.

Abonl 9 o'oloQk we oame abreast of them at Libby's pmnt 
half waj between tlia Mb and brcaet woik whero we 
began a very brisk flie npon tbem to their great soiprise. 
The action continued till between 11 and 12 o'clock.

The brig run agroond and all bands ealled on boardy 
we could annoy them no more, so we quit them and re- 
tnmed.

wUdi they had agreed to Join them and Ihmiah waniom to 
take the field against the British; but when they returned 
home the wiser cues saw that this would eventuate in the 
deetraotion of the tribe, for as aoon as their men had left 
to j<rftt onr armj, the government of Nova Bootia wooU 
invade their towns and diastiae or deitr^y their people ao 
thej would be placed in a veiy nnpleasant aitoation. Aa . 
Mr. Allan had m view an expedition from the States, hia 
policy was to keep them in sympathy with our cause and 
adverse to the British, so that when we invaded tliat pro> 
vinee vre eonld relj on their aid. Bntthigreeem tohavo 
been sfareivd diplomat^ and whfle thqr were ikieiidlx to 
him and nominally to os, Hwx did not mean to ineor iStn^ 
hostility of theBritish who were near them, and upon whom 
they were dependent for many necessary articles. The 
resolt was that they were mainly neutral through the 
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whole contest ; a small part of them were sometimes with 
the Marisheets, and they seem to have feared to join either 
party. This tribe is a distinoi face from any other eaat 
€f tlM Hudaoii livir. Th^. Mimoi be dMsed with the 
Algonqniii Iribeii wKkli indaded ell tibe Indiaae from the 
Bt J ohn to the Upper MiMiseippi , except the Iroqaois, and as 
this confederation had centuries before oflen sent out war

parties against the Indians of New EngUnd, and some* 
tioMi tfafljr rlttled the Penobacoli and even the Paesam*- 
foodiiat Biaiappoaed that fliegr had an iAnity witii the 
Ifiemaea who may have been originally a eokmy of thein, 

who, passing down the Bt Lawrence, where some of the 
Iroquois were found by Champlain, they finally reached 
Nova Scotia. Their language is so radically distinct from 
tiMir neighbonoB the St John that there la not a single wocd 
eommon to Umi botii, iHiieh shows oondiuiTdy a diatinot 
origin.

After Hoetilitiea were commenced between America k 
Britain they appeared very sullen in their form k behaviour; 
Thii .cmted rnnoh amdelgr in the mind of the People of 
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: ' Nova Sootia ; both tides seemed jaalons of their Intentioiia. 
Sven the Acadlsiw flieir most intimale Friends wen . 
, stmngera to their designs. Thej did notes nsnal frequent 

the different Towns, but kept cloee to tbcir rcspectiTe 
. *' Villages, only now & then particular ones found theseyeral 
tribes meetiQg to Consult 

In the snmmer 1776 Qen* Assembly of Nova Seotin 
passsd an Act to pfevent Powder going Ooostwayswiflioot 
a spedal Lieenoe from Government; this rsstrietibn ooea> 
sioned Ammunition to bo very scarce in the different 
settlements ; It affected none more tban the Indians whose 
sabsistenoe depended on this Oommodily. The Indians 
were greal^ eong'd at the piooeeding It all the art 4 
. Lunnnatkma of our PoUtioiana eonld not Ibr some tine 
satisfy them. 

Several Persons belonging to Government observing 
how highly the Indians resented the matter k no doubt 
dreading the Consequence of affronting tbem, made it 
known to Gov* LeggOi who immediately (widi adma of 
OonneO) iMed oat in a private inanner a Idnd of CStatioii 
desiring all the Chioft to attend near Halifax In order for 
a conference ; promising at the same time to furnish them 
with sufficient Ammunition for the winter; most of them 
attended at one time, 4 the rest soon after on hearing of 
the treatment of the fiiat set M' Legge at the eonferenee 
endeavonr'd to stigmatise the Americans as mndi as pos- 
sible, calling them by the most scurrilous names, stated 
the matter as much as he could in favour of Britain, 
requested them to take up Arms k oppose the Bebels k 
harrass their haek settlements^ mentioning those partico- 
krij a^iaeent to Ifova Seotia; what the lesnH* of tiiia 
eonforenoe was I never eonld partedariy leaiiL The 
Indians have since said they utteriy refused, notwithstand- 
ing it was very certain they rec'd Ammunition Provisions 
4 Clothing, 4 it was obvious to ev'17 Person who saw

transacted — This conference occasioned great alarms thro' 
the GoDDtry, that is those who were well wiehers to 
America; Reports were da^jr propagated to amuse the 
Lihebitanta that the Indians were to be Embodied in the 
Springs Retributed th* the Frofinoe to keep In swe the 
Amflbeted* 

The Inhabitants in general being well affected to the 
canse of 4-nierica occasioned the powers of GK)vemment to 
exert their aathoriij in curbing (as they said) the progreaa 
ef BebeUkm pawed eefeial eereie aeto againat Amerieaa 
jrind^eei the houae of Aawmbty being io modeUed tiiey 
eoold get no te di ew or belp by them.-»The Connty of 
Cumberland k the settlement at Cobeqaid perceiving the 
Intention of Gk>vemment & being for some time consider- 
ing how to proceed in joining with the continent^ began 
to eoBaolt te immediale taftty. 

Cnmbertand in partioalar eeemed moat aaridnona^ de- 
termined if there were any way pineliealiie totiuowoff 
the Orieyons Yoke of Britain, which had so gauled them 
alnoe their flni settlement) k form under the banner of 
America. 

Thaae pfooeedinge p ioe ui ed them the moat LiTetenifte 
Bbemieai Meeeengers were diepalehed Iheog. among the 

Indians to urge them to come & destroy ns, and indeed to 
our Grief some of them eeemed Teiy well pleased with the 
acheme. 

During Ihia the hnny of Buaineaa waa ancht sgr In- 
diepositioiit being lateiiljr leeotered flmn the Small Foi, I 
eoold not inyaelf get among the Bidiana. I aent aome 

French ' to hear what they intended doing — I had the 
hi^piness of receiving such satisfactory answers that I hod 
BO leaaon to expect ai^ difficulty would happen from them 
at present, Intending early in the £fpring to pay them a 
Hril--Biit in month of MMi we wen again alaimed, 
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thftt there had been a general meetiDg of all the Tribes 
from Bi^ of OhAlear to Cape Sable, for what end we could 
not lean — toon after I heard that eome were eoming to 
Camberiaad aniiioriaed bj the whole in oidw to do aoni^ 
thing, this prevented my intended Jonnej.— Soon aftvr 
the arrival of the British Troope at Fort Cumberland 
advice came to me that a number of Indians had been at 
the Garrison had a conference with Col* Gorham k were 
returned loaded with Pronaionay Clothing k Anunoid- 
tioo. I immedinliely proeeeded with all Bipedition to 
Bay Yerfee where I only ibwid one of the cinefr jnat 
setting off — I had a great deal of eonversation with him, 
But could not understand what his Business was with 
Qorham ; fie was very precise in his behaviour some- 
timee, k enm, whieh did not a little anipriae me from the 
Intimacy which had always saheisted between ns. — These 
movements ooeasioned great ftar among the eoontry peo> 
pie so much that Despondency seemed to take place with 
some. 

In Jnne three chiefe came to my fiouae one momii^, 
who aoqnainted me they had eome to oo nv e ta o on tiio 
state of affiurs k consult what method was best to take, 
presenting me at the same time a Letter from Gen* Wash- 
ington — They further said that Gorham had invited them 
to come & see him which they intended doing, asking my 
advice how they should behave when at the Garrison k 
finding by their conversation their well wiahea to Ameriea 
k (heir determination to go in, I advised them to goat 
once, so ^at I might have an opp' to know at tiietr re* 
turn what had passed— I took from them Gen' Washing- 
ton's Letter to keep till they came back, they also delivered 
me a Letter from one Carte at Merimiche to Col* Gorham 
which I opened k mentioning to them of M' Washington's 
Letter k something id tiieir situation they snatched it oat 
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«f mj haadt 4 Iniiiit ii^Thij reftiMd drinking taayiMikg 
tin flMb retnrn from the Gairiaon. 
Bi tiM Brening they retorned Ttrj sober, told me that 

Gorfaam had asked them several Questions about iSie ttate 
of Canada — If they did not think the rebels of America 
were bed men, whether they would not take np arms to 
oppoie them, he told tiiem they should have eVery thing, 
tii^ wMitedi aiieh as good CnotUng, Provisions^ Monegr & 
Ammnaition k dedred ^em to eomider of tiie affidr 
among themselTes. — But if they would not take up arms 
in fiiTor of the King he expected they would not take up 
anna againat him — Gorham dismissed them after giving 
Ammunition 4 Provisions.

Kcst mondng we oooversed prettj largely on mattersy 
thcj said that Gei^ Washington's letter bad given ttiiveiw 

sal satisfiiction, they adored him as a Saint for the reason 
that though he was harrassed with war himself still he 
tells US (says they) "to be at peace & if we want help he 
win gnat it and defend nsi that for this their ineessant 
prajeie wore Ibr Ua eneoesB.''— Thej fturOier told me ihej 
liad toned out oneof liieir ebieft idealise they bad spotcen 
disrespectfully of Gen' Washington they expected a truck 
house would soon be erected on their shore — and that 
they had sent John Babtist k Matua to answer the Letter 
4 teU tbeir good wishes towards their Brothers the Boston 
IfsD* Bnt (saj tl^j) **we do not eomptebend what all 
this Qoareling is abont, How oomes it that Old England 
4 new should Quarrel k come to blows ? the Father k Son 
to fight is terrible — Old France k Canada did not do so^ 
we cannot think of fighting oarsehres till we know who is 
light 4 who is wnM^" 

Li answer I told tiiem that I intended to have gone 
among them to have a conference respecting these matters 
hut on hearing of their coming I pos^ned it , And that 
I waa now n§dj to instroet them in anything I Imew 4 in 
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a brief manner acqnainted them with the nature of the 
4i8pate, which apparently gave them mach satisfiAction 
ihief uid it was vtiy well but that I most go k eiqplam ta 
the wMtf who would aMembla that pupoM anj 
w^era I plaaaed to meet them. — I told them I had wrote 
to New England the state of the Province, had particularly 
mentioned their situation, k that when an answer came I 
should attend at Coquen, Twenty five leagues from Bay 
Yerte, but would be glad thcgr would send word when 
rea^J thema^Tee. iDtending at Uiat time to perwade 
tiiem to a Treaty tidceap the ftesh Oommiirioiia 4 pmora 
them others from the States. 

Soon after the courier which I sent toMachias returned; 
instead of receiving any satisfactory answer as I was in 
dai^y^zpectation of, they told that the Man who had been 
intnurtedwiththepaekettothe Gen> Ooort of the Mum 
dniaetta State waa landed from a Man of War atSi Johna 
that the packet was thrown overboard ; by which I was 
not only frustrated in my plan for reducing the province, 
but at a loss what to say to the Indians k perform my 
promise to them. — We were also during tl^ period at- 
taeked on o?eiy ride hj wiova fideerepoftei fo OMite the 
Lihabitantatokeep peaoeable or IKghtthem to eompUanooe 
with the mandates of Gk>vemment Indians who appeared 
in the settlements gave great attention, & it appeared 
obyious that their minds were too flnctnating to pnt a^y 
real dependenoe on tiieir fidelilj* 

I Ihnnd my ritoation too preoariooe to eontinoe in tiie 
eonntry k father detrimental to tiie Peaoe of the eommn- 
nity as several express orders had oome to apprehend me, 
k by the advice of my friends determined to take shelter 
in these new States. 

I waa Teiy anxiona to have a oonihrenoe with the In- 
diana belbie I left the oonntiyybiilfiniad il TMjdilBo^ 
tiiedliiReiit voadal^aifeiineawave guarded to tiwplaeol 
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promifled to meet the Indians^ nor was I certain of meet'g 
them ft how they stood affected at the time — I waited 
•ome time longer, when two Indiaas aimed for me, I im- 
Mdiatofy took tome Frenohmeii who were Pilots through 
tiMWoodi 4 Ml off tfM iMKk ft^fK Ooqm^ diitaiioe Iqr 
InddNNitlO Leagues— I waotomewluitdotmed in my 
Jonmej hj a tree falling in the night when one of mj 
Frenchmen reo'd snch a wound that I imagine he is since 
dead, it took 4 days to get him to Inhabitants. 

Bsteo ngr anival at Oo^en I met some jooi^ Indians 
nbo Wivs ooming to meetme— lli^ infi»med that John 
Baptist ft Matna were retamed ft hiid a great Packet with 
them, but that it much displeased the chiefe ft asked me 
if I was not oome to request them to take up the hatchet, 
I answsnd Ko— which seem'd to please them vMn — 
ttb eomewhat svrpiiesd me^ I waved si^l^g asij thi^g 
move to tiism* 

On my arrival I was rec'd very kindly by the diff* In- 
dians but perceived gloomy Countenances, after teilii^ 
them some Kewa whidi th^ seemed anxious to know, I 
deslied to meet neit day at ten O'dook— The frenchmen 
whorellodg'dnndentoodtiieLanguagewen; ftacqnainted 
me that John Babtist ft Matua had been to New England 
ft had entered into a treaty — that it very much displeased

The great respect shown them from time to time by * 
different fidm EmulatM a Spirit of Ambition. They think * 
that thij are of so mnch Importanoe that man j Eventi 
depend! vpon tiiem. I donbt not bnt jonr hoiMwe are 
well aoqnainted with the nature of Indians in general, but 
the Micmacs of Nova Scotia are somewhat difterent from 
most others. 

Their living altogether on the Sea Coast, k that being of 
eonsiderable extent mostly settled by BngUsh the Indians^ 
are generalljr aetoafeed aeooidi^g to tiw InqKRtsnee of tiie 
Person or inflnenee any one lias who lives among tiiem. 

The greatest number of these Persons are zealous govern* 
Men, so called in that Province, k indeed I know not one 
in trade, but the French when settled at Coquen, but what 
are Enemies to America. Some of the llereliattti are Mas 
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of great propeiij, k sapported aIbo in these times faj Gk>- 
yfwnmmif who irs using every meaot to gam them over. 

Ihmwm^d npeaftad intemgmsi of tiiair pmoadiag 
iBdiMialotakeiip Arms; propagatiogofciykiiMlof iiowa 
in favour of Britun k detrimental to America. The 
Indians who are crednlons to a degree will listen to every 
report k geoenUy believe it 4 think eveiy thing tme that 
k told them.

The personal knowledge I have of their ways (the' ac- 
knowledged by them as a friend) I think them to be a 
most dangerons set of neighboie k liable to do great 
danu^ If there ia not acme ateptdnn with them. . Tliegr 
•re penldoaa eltlicr ae Menda or Foee in theee timee. 
TIh/ noHnrnve, are oapaUe to take adnintagee A commit the 
greatest Cmeltiea. There is some few who Merit esteem, 
as honest upright Men, but there being no Government 
. among them, they are only as Cyphers in point of Au- 
* llioti^. But notwithalanding aU their bad Qnalitiee 
tibere la n meliiod to win them. Any one aeqnainted wiUi 
tiieir dispositf on 4 having Fortltode 4 Perseveranoe to 
put up with their Foibles, k use such argumeota necessary 
as they perceive their minds are proper to receive it, 
showing a good Example, any thing in Reason may be 
done with them.

I have no other thought bnt that your Honors Intends 
Aeli^g tomida tlieee people with hamanity eonaiatent 
witb ih» atiHty of yoar Oooetitaentk 

Vo doobt Ibr proper leaione' and motivea ywk wxy f6> 

linqnish any design you might have had of reducing that 
Province, or Enabling the Inhabitants to set up the stand- 
aid of the United States. If this be the case I most pray 
Ibat ydor Honon woold be pleaaed to take ander yoar 
wiM Oondderation, and Qtant them some aenstanoe to 
lemofo tiieir FamUiee. I am more prenlng ^tb yoar 
Honors in this, that as the Spring is advancing apace, 
when it is Evident a more deplorable Scene must take 
place if nothing is done, and if any thing whatever it to 
be Ki|>eeled it iaaheolate^ neoewaiy there ahoaldbe some 
preperalioiia inme^Batdy.

t||dr BHnatkNi ; for they are at preeent obliged to mn in 
debt to support themselves, which is accumulating eveiy 
day.

found three Birch Canoes for St Johns who had come 
thro the Lakes for me. On my Landing I was Sainted By 
■U the Indiaoai who ranged thema^re^ in a Single file

of our mo?«iik«iite. The next moniing (BimdAy) I set off 
with Thirtoeo Oumm8» ov«rtook 0«p^ West same Efmiiig 
•iriTed at Musquash Ckyte^ aboot 9 miles ftom 6t Jolms 
there T. Ibrmed our poeltioD to go on* After getting Some 
Refreshment I sent off aboat 10 o'clock at night, Cap* John 
Preble with Two Indians in a Birch Canoe to the Har- 
bour for discoverj. In about an hour after, I set off with 
Two Boats k 6 Birch Canoes, Leaving the other Two Boats 
provisloiis ko with other Osaoes whieh had Amiljii to 
oomeaest daj; but notwithstanding our dispaftdi it was 
dear daylight before we arrived. Finding the coast elear, 
k being determined to Seize Hazen k White who were the 
promoters of bringing the Man of War there, I immedi- 
ately sent off Cap* West with 16 men to cross above the 
fidlsy distant three milesy k an Indian with a Biroh Canoe; 
all whksk was Executed so well, that about 6 o'dodc both 
these Gentlemen were Beeored. About Oo'dock larrived 
at the old Fort (Frederick) when Capt^ West came across 
with his prisoners ; on conferring with them, they utterly 
denied having anything to do in the matter, but said it 
was a Premeditated design of the Govemmeut since Eddy's 
affidr; that Col* Gould told them it was detannhiedto erset 
a fort at the month of the Btver ft one about 40 miles u^; 
that Gould returned with tiie utmost dispatch with a draSft 
of matters in order to Return with all Expedition. After 
Conversing sometime with These men, I thought it expe- 
dient from my own Situation k ciroumstanoef of things on 
the Bivw, whioh laj this time I became mmo acquainted

' darifv me lo Deiial ftom TroaUiiig TOIL Thonasfeda/I 
oo tt foimd iriA Mfeml Indians private^ 4 finmd thai I 
had a wyhard task to go Ihroagfa with, Little hopes of 
success. I found that several were Vastly fond of Col* 
Gonld and Seemed Undetermined what to do. When some 
' * of the ohiefr were on Board, the Bible was presented for 
IhsmtoswearADcgianoewhiflhtiiejjroompyd with. Fiere 
Toma in FMienlar appeared enrsged at his Treatment 
when in Boston, said he was not Treated as he ought to be 
k what was promised him, therefore he was determined to 
go to HalifiuL I need every argument I was msster of to 
INssnade him from his Design k to oonvince him of the 
good DI^NMition k Intention of the States towards tiie 
Tribes k that I had come to do thorn Justice, with the 
Same authority as Monsieu^ Beanebeau a re in the French ' 
time. This pleased them much, k upon the whole I gained 
andi an aa s en dency orar the other Didians that thsgr Inteiw 
posed, for the Prsssnt qipeared somewhat Satisfied till 
another conference among themselves. On the 7th about 
11 o'clock I was sent for to Piere Toma's Wigwam where

On the I Bee* a Letter firom Gape 
West, giving me an aoooont of hia taking a Sdiooncr from 
Ilalifnx with Sundiys on board, among which was some 
English goods which I should have boon Extremely glad 
of had they Been sent up here ; but for fear of Being 
BkMked np, he icot them to Maohiaai 2 daya afUr CM* Shaw 
aniTedat the month of the BiTerwilih46 men. 
9* I received Inteligence in 9 days from Quebeck, that 
Gkn* Bui^oyne arrived there about the 16*^ of May, with 
about three Hnndred [so written] men.

Machias August 17** 1777 . 

Sir. 

I wrote yovL some days ago, lofbrmiiig the Hon^ Board 
of 1117 Airi^ at this place with a Diimher of Indiana, Lh 
tending immediately after tohaive given their Honom n 

detwl of the 8t Johns Ezpedition. Bnt a matter some- 
what more Interesting turning op, will preyent it for the 
present, shall therefore refer the particulars of that Expe- 
dition to another opportunity. I have therefore now to 
Aoqnaittt the Hbn^ Boaid that on Wednesdi^ the If^ 
Instant, about S o'cioek p. m., Ihtelligenoe waa reoeiined at 
tho falls of the arrival of three large Ships, one Brig, and 
one small Schooner, at the mouth of tho Harbour. Various 
were the Conjectures who it could be, as it appeared they 
came from the WestwanL Migor StiUman and Oapt 
Smithy wilh a fnr men, set of immediately in Boats to inafce 
Discovery, and to take such steps as were neceseaiyy if * 
found to be the Enemy. 

About 6 odock, the Brig appeared near the Battery 
fonned on a pouit of land called the Rim (opposite which 
was a Boom), having 8 Boats in Tow Ml of Boldieia, with 
a great nnmher on hoard. Messrs Btillman k Smith joined 
Col' Foster, having in the whole only Thirty five men. 
The Brig soon Came to where the Boats made towards the 
shors^ with the appearance of a Determination to Land. 
Our men Immediately forming in apoeton for opposing^ 
and hy tfaefar vigilance ft meMty keeping a eonstsnt ft 
sure fire, prevented the Enemys Landing, who in much 
confusion retreated to the Brig. In the night, Captain 
Smith Came up, ft immediately returned with one of the 
Cannon and a Swivel belonging to the Marisheete, with a 
cahleand anchorto Seenre the boom, aU which l^hls 
Indefiitigable pains, he BffiMted by day light ; when oar 
people Began to fire with the cannon, and hulled the Brig

About day light on the 14th, The Enemj received a 
reipfoicemeDt The murky night was extremely foggy, and

Gronnd near the mills, on which was fixed the Swivels of 
the Schooner and one of the Guns, having a number of 
men under the command of Lient Ool* Neveis, whidi waa 
JnleBded ftrtiie Leei BetMt Lk the afternoon people 
seemed to gele together, after eeenring their Fandliee k 
property, and made every preparation possible, what time 
dreumstances would admit The Enemy Burned several 
Boildings about the river k one mill down the River. 

. Aboal6o'oloekp.if» The Brig ifipeared in sii^t, beating 
np^ witii a nnmber of Boats ahead Towing; also a sloop 
wlMi Bnemy todc in ^e Biver, having strongly 
intified her against small arms. There being but a light 
Breeze A Tide of flood, they came up pretty flEist and be- 
tween six and seven, came to an anchor near the BoildingSf 
appeared in a most Ibimidable 4 warlike position. 

In tUe lime onr am took tiieir different slationa. Capt 
Bndtfiy witih a boio^ liafbg'a nnmber of IncHans with him, 
lay upon an Extreme point near the Brig. About 80

In this pofition we Ck>Qtinn6d about half an hoar, Ez- 
pecting every miDnte to receive her Broadsides. The 
Enemy Appeared in great Commption, Rowing 4 Driving 
alMwt the Biigy aiid ap wa tiMN^t fijoBf a 8^ 
<Mlea. 

Onr Determinalioii was Mt to begin tiia fire in the 
present Situation, any farther than firing some shot to see 
wbatEflfoctit would have on the Brig, which afipeared 
to anawer our tnoet sanguine Ripectaliona. 

Iha Indiaiia in tfaia time appeared TaiyB^garlbrfii^ 
ing; Set up the Indian Yell iHiieh waa'foQow'd bj manj 
at the different placet, which no Donbt occasioned the 
Enemy to suppose there were some Hundreds. It ap- 
peared almost impossible to prevent some of the Indians 
fimn filing; one<tf them it waaGananl^aoppoeed Killed 
a man in a Boat at a great ditlanoai who wo Imagined wm 
going to Bom aoma Hooaee on the Opporite Shore. 

But notwithstanding all this parade of the Invaders, the 
Haughty k warlike position, to the Great astonishment 
and sarpriae of eveiy one, in Less than half an Hoar ate 
Cknning to an anehor, the Brig 4 Sloop both got under 
waj wiAont firing a gnn towarda Iho Hooaee, 4 witii the 
greatest precipitotion possible, having Eleven Boats Towing, 
made down the River against the Tide of flood, giving 
Three Cheers as they went oE However it was thought 
this was only a finesse of theirs and it was strongly reoom- 
mended to keep to the poat| only a eeontingpar^ to wateb 
their motions till we knew their real design. After tint, 
M^or StiUman was Detached with about thirty men pro- 
. ceeding along the river side by land and about Ten o'clock 
came up with them. Here the party Displayed the 
Soldier. Being on a plain q^t of Qxound, e^oeed to tfaa 
wbda fitf of the Bneo^, 4 not mora than 100 jardifiNiBi 
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their cannon. Bat with ondannted Courage Vigorouflly 
Attacked the Enemy who evidently proved to be Effectual 
t in Oonatematioiii for many in the boats called oat thej 
were not able to gel oa Board (whea Ofdered)bj reaeoti that 
•OM crews were all killed or wounded. Several officers 
were named wbidk eullbred, one Lieat Gordon , in partioalar. 

The Brig kept up, all this time, a constant k heavy Fire 
of Langrage & Qrape Shot ; But notwithstanding our people 
were so Eipoeedt By the Interposition' of Divine provi- 
deneOy onfy one man was killed. 8he toon got agronnd. 
But nor people being mnob fiitigaed k ammnnitlons apent 
tii^ietmed back, and at Day Ught of tiie 16^, Ool* 
Foster wi&n Body of men went down, and abont seven 
o'clock attacked them. The Boats Employed in Qetting 
out the anchors k making preparations to get her of, were 
Ibrced to take Shelter behind the Brig^ and only one Boat 
wkieli was Barricaded conld give her any Msistanoe. 

At 10 o'doek OiHptain fifflith, with a nnmber of white 
men and all tiio Indianey set off in order lo attedk them on 
the other side of the River, By which movement the Boats 
were forced to quit towing her. She throwing them Got 
off. So Difficult was their Situation that the Boats Crews 
Declared they could not Row. In answer the officers swore 
fSbtj would Blow the first man's Brains, out who dared to 
eomeonBoard* The Brig tiienOtmekOionnd again, Bnt 
onr people keeping up raohaninitantilreythejooaldnottalBe 
tte necessary precautions to Get her off, By which she con- 
tinued during the Tide. In this action, Captain Tamworth 
rec'd a wound in the head, but is in a fiiir way of recovery. 

Bj this time, the militia were coming in very fast, so as 
to enaUo ns to Ditliihate iGuiher down the Baver to pra- 
Tspt Miiihinee from the Ships bekm. A smaU canoe 
WMtakMidowB,4iiod opposite tiie stem of the Brig, 
and the Greatest part of the day a pretty constant fire was 
kept np on Both sides. Several Balls went into the stem of 
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the Brig, which with her firing from the Qaarter deck 
while aground must have wrecked her very much. 

Several Boata attempted to Qet up the Biver, which 
wen alwi^ drove BA«dc with a very conndenbto Lou on 
their nde. On the Tide of flood the Sloop elood op the 
Birer, (m was mippoeed) to raooor the Brig k Gel her oC 
A party of our men suddenly attacked them,' many of the 
enemy were seen to fall, with the greatest difficulty they 
got her clear. But a heavy rain coming on, prevented 
our people from pnrBouig their Dengn, in Sto^nng the 
Brig from getting down the BiTor. She soon floated, k 
with the aesistanee ci the eloop k a tmall Breese of wind. 
She made the beat of her way down ; and on the morning of 
the 16*^ Came to, altogether at Round Island. The paat 
night they were seen getting Ballast on Board in the 
Greateet haele, and this momhigon the Tide of Ebb all bnt 
one Ship set Sul k Departed the Quboor. 

I most observe to the Hon^ Board that this Expedition 
of the Enemy, and our situation at the time, might occasion 
some reflection. It appears this matter was a plan of 
Dawson of the Brig Hope, that he had reoelTed Intelli* 
genee from time to time of the ntnation of tills plaee^ and 
that the Genend Oonri would not sllow anything for its 
Defence till the Expedition now forming was granted, 
which it appears by certain Information, that he has rec* 
Intelligence of the Backwardness of it, he has been seen 
eoming backwards 4 forwards for this some time past. 
He'd no donbi soppossd from this that there was some 
property Deported here, k not Strength to defend it, and 
his coming up in such a daring manner would so in- 
timidate the inhabitants that they would immediate|j 
give npi 

As to the Bitnation of the plaee, it ent a ^oomy aspect 
the morning the Brig came np ; matters appearsd Despe> 
rate on oar side, k a fiiint hope of saving the place from

Still the Hioii^ Boaid 
may fblly rely k depend I shall use every economy po«i- 
ble; indeed things aieao Dear 4 IhdioHiitaiit, ft the Indiana 
Demands k necessities so laige, that I am often at a stand 
what to Do. 

The Great Consumption of Provisions during this Siege, 
obliges me to Piemiipon the Hon*^ Board to Gonaidertho 
Sitnation of tiiia Coontiy in General, as people have been • 
soharrassed, being forced ftom their harvest; particnlarly 
I must press assistance to the Truck house, which I heg 
may be burnished with a quantity more of Com, k other 
provisions, also small wines, Cyder, allso Some move 
Blankets, Stvonds, some pieoss of fine Gloths, wampom, 
Ae Quantity of Ammunition k Some Good gunsi 

The Indians have Left some fine cornfields on St Johns, 
which it is Probable is Destroyed ; if so, the Indians will 
resent it Great^ if not a certain supply Laid in for them. 
I have e m powered MessF* Cross's of Newlmiy to proenre 
these artideB, to whom I ssnd a Seliooner 4 Eipeot her 
baekwitii att Bipedition ; those that eame with mebro^ 
considerable furrs &c., which I presume Capt Smith will 
Send as soon as possible. 

I find oar Nova Seotia Expedition goes on veij nkmij; - 
from the appeannee of thbga I ahall not press that mattsr 
at pressnt, bnt there isthe G rs a tes t neeessity of a speedy 
reinforcement if it is Intended to keep these parts. There is 
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every reason to enppoee that the Enemy is Bent upon the 
, Destruction of this place, and that thegr ve now gone for a 
niiiiiM<oaDMil| which if the cMd I am jwj nm thcjamat 
maj the point I hudfy know wlitt afidogj to mako 
lothoLidiaiiiifteTraopadoiiotiooiiaRivo; for, bj the 
DUTnowa toMlhem, they aio Sanguino that SIJohBO will 
be aecnred by the States. 

Brigadier Warner not arriving has given me mach 
tnwblo. lintended before now, let the consequences tamed 
•Ql at It wooldy to Eadeavoar to hm been among Ihe 
lOemaoi^ who I find the Biitidi Gofemment ia Tun- 
peringwMiy with all tiieir might; and It It not Impossible 
but they may be Seduced, for every Shop in Halifax is 
open for them, to Demand what they please. With pains 
4 Difficulty did I gain these of St Johns k others with 
noddngy tb* M' FrankHne the Britleh BoperintendeDt 
liad ofoiy adfantage of Pow«r» foroe^ nuM^jr A^— and 
Indeed hemijOain the otfien wlien no Body to oppose him. 

My reasons of detaining is for ftar of my Thwarting the 
Intentions of Gk)yemmeut, and allso to be ready to give my 
feeble advice in the Expedition. I perceive it is daily 
Gfowii^ more precarious in Canyiiig on these thingSi and 
mnst be managed with much Delicacy and prudence. 

Hgbea me mneh pain to hear of the Trouble the Hon^ 
Board has had with the aflurs of Kofa Seoliai oeoasioned 
by the fluctuating minds of people — much party spirit 
seems to Reign. I have Endeavored all along to act upon 
that rule which I consciendously thought would Tend to 
the Interest and Honour of the United States, The Happi- 
MH» WelftM 4 Establkhing Freedom hi that Commnnitgr 
whweof I wai a member. Bnt bj Ooomion fome it 
appears I am dass^ as one of the parties, whidi I hate 
been an utter stranger to hitherto. My Intentions being 
to pursue Every measure to defeat the diabolical plans of 
Bitta^t and to Endesfor with weak ability to aid in 
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JDefo&ding k fopportiiig the IndependeQoe of Ameim; 
and, I would not hm it fuipeeted of doing the LcMt 
action that might be tbooglit to hnrt any Intnition of 

Gknrernment, I have come to a Determination not to Act 
in any matter whatever as an Inhabitant of Nova Scotia, 
bat shall Laj aside every Dispute & Animosity which has 
been occasioned by any mai proceedings in that province^ 
and ahaU wholly devote my time k TUenti to the aervioe 
of the eCateiyand shall nee ofeiy method ft nee eveiymeana 
to ezecttte tnch ordera k intentioni of the Btatm cdMislaiit 
with such office as I may hold.

I have apply* to Col- Eddy to Call a Court Martial to 
Inquire into the Conduct of officers and others in the 
Eipedition to 6t Johns, bnt think he cannot Lcgal^ Do 
it It is absolnt^necessaiy sneh Ihingi should be^ to 
keep matters in Order and to give SatisfiMtion, partiicalarly 
when there is suspicion of misconduct There has been 
some affidavit taken Concerning Major Shaw, which I 
presume will be laid before the lion"' Board; bat as these 
st^ seems not to be thought a proper channel, I canaok 
give ai^ judgment on the matter. I most tiierstoa

The next day he 
Batomed, having during hia ahaenoa eome Sodden^ 
vpon » Boat with Bi|^t men who were Qetbg water* 
The amdety k Heat of the LkKans prerentad their Seizing 
them all with the Boat, they Spnmg ont Suddenly k 
Secured two or Three giving at the same time a Loud yelL 
This so Intimidated the others, that they Rather chuse to 
take the chance of being fired at in the Boat k Gtet to their 
8hip» then fidl into the handa of the Indiana. Theaa Pri- 
aonem were brought np, one kiUed 4 4 Li the Boat 
wonnded one of which mortaly. 

On the 22^ Inst, a Boy Lately belonging to the Hancock 
was seat on shore, with a letter for Exchange of Prisoners, 
Col* Eddy (no d<^bt for wiseReasons) thought best not to 
answer it The Ship continued till two days ago, when She 
Stood ont Orainqg baekward 4 Ibrwarda off the month of 
tfiaHaihonr.

Sitnation occasioned peoples minds to be agitated Bj 
the £nemjB having been here k Expecting them again, 
end that the Indians, who when they piepefed^fiv war 
wna'd be whol^ dieeonfeged M Inunediatelj mi^t 
Seek te Safety By naUng Peaoe wMi the Bnemy, ae 
H might appear they were forsaken Immediately after 
they had taken up arms k assisted in Defending this 
Place ; all which matters (as there ia a namber of Die* 
affiKted on this coast) wooM soon be <MWiiTaiiaifated to 
tiie Enemy. 

I took npon me to Endeavor to eonTinoe him that the 
General court would not have Discharged the men had 
they apprehended the Place was in such a situation, and 
that necessity obliged ns to Exert oorselTee in keeping all 
tiie men telmmediale d^moe, lei orden be wbat tiiej 
wonld, aa H waa not to be donbted bat. that the Generic 
Goort wonld think abont securing this Place when it was 
known of its Situation ; for it must be an amazing Expense 
to the States to pay bonnties a Second time, particalarlj 
wben Hiere bae been the monstrooa Same already Ex- 
pended Ibr notbing; Imt be appeared Inflexible A waa 
resolTed to follow the orders k constmctions of the Brigi- 
dier, k accordingly the next day Discharged his men.

that gave me a great advantage in Treating with the In- 
dians. I immediately called a Council (as they call it), , 
Communicated the News, Interpreted their Letter fiom 
the Hon^* Board, DeliTered them Strings of Wampun aa 
Oofltomaiy 4 Bray thing Boded to Mntnal BatlahdSoa, 
In the afternoon sent die Marieheete Bade to Madiias Ibr 
more Stores, hearing that a Number more Indians were 
near at hand. Demanded of them to know their Dispoei- 
tioDi 4 Intentions 4 whether they were willing from 
Gonsdenoe to take np arms 4 Bmho^y Immediatdy Ibr 
war, they answered that their Zeal 4 affMon was still 
the same for America, that they were Zealous & Sanguine 
to assist in Driving the Invaders of our Coantiy from the 
land. 

I Husa addressed the War GaptatnSt presenting Eadi a 
medal (having proenred several for the purpoee) as n 

Token of Friendship & for a Distinguished Badge for their 
former conduct, which they rcc** & were saluted by alL I

I went to the forthsst haiboor bnt found nodiing 
of them. 

On the 10*^ I wrote Major Stadholm proposing an 
eouiiaiigo for aome Biitbh offiestii 4 soldiem Takm faj 
Oupt Began in a Small Pkifalasr. Same daj had a eoB- 
foraneo with the Indians 4 made Seveial Presents. 

Having a considerable Quantity of ftirs k the Schooner 
having sprung one of her Masts, I thought it most prudent 
with the advioe of Capt Smith, to get her 4 the State'a 
Pkopeity back aa ftat as Posnble; I wao detendned 
myself to see her roond, aa I was jealoos the Sloop wonld 
be looking out, I accordingly Took 11 Indians, k 4 Birch 
Canoes, k intended if nothing Else coold be donOi to raa 
her on Shore, Defend or Bum her.

Also a long letter, the Treatys Between 
the Statee k Fktnoe whioh had been pabliahed k eveij 
odier Matter of anj ooneeqnenoe. I Demanded of them 
to 13m/ aside that Indolence k Leifaaigie Spirit, and to 
* rouse to be ready when called upon, a general Declaration 
was made by all, that they were ready on the shortest 
Kotice, after which we had a festival (so called) k eveij 
tliiiig coneladed to Satisfinction. 

Ang 4^ Oap^Hambiirton Petitionedtiieoommittee4ii^ 
self k Backed stitmgly by the Indians to Let him letnm 
home. His warm attachment to tlie American Interest in 
Nova Scotia, the Difficult Situation of a Large fieimily, and 
many other Circamstances appearing he was Tolerated to 
go on Parole. 

This morning I rec^ Express fiom the St Johns Indiana 
who were assembled to the Number of fioni^ k IhSij 
. coming in agreeable to a Frevions Ooromand of mine 
some time ago for them to Qdt Oonneelioos with Britain* 
They sent word they were ready for action, that they had 
Seized a Sloop from Halifax, took out several things sach 
as ammunition k some clothing, dismissed her Arordered 
that no more of the Kings Vessels most oome np the 
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Biyer, They desired to know what they were itirther to do. 
Would be glad that the Fort might be attacked as it was 
; BOW yery weak, also thai another Message had come from 
tiM MkiDMi^ 4 those on tho hood of 8t Johns k oonllnss 
of ChnsdSy woiosll rsidy to sssemblo whsn ofdend. 

This is in genenl respecting the Indians. Should any 
Enteiprise be set upon either to Canada or Koya Scotia & 
they be Wanting, I should be glad of Timely notice. 

I have not been so Sangwin abont poshing into Noya 
Seotia as noir, 4 I am veiy clear from the ffitoalionof 
matten in that country, that 200 Good Smatt Troope 
under proper Discipline with the Indians would be of 
Infinate service to Penetrate Previous to an Expedition 
should one be intended. J^ad I but 40 men to spare, with 
the Indians I should be pnsnmptiTe enon^ to make a 
TfTsI on the Fort at St Johns. 

II is a great pity preparations was not made in the 
Spring to have Troops Stationed here to act as Exegencys 
might require ; it would have been of the titmost advantage 
in subduing places k bringing all to obedience; would 
prsfent these heavy k Immediate ohaiges which so olton 
s if is ss when Ks e o si l^ obliges ns to act Suddenly, 

The small encouragement Oiyen by tiie Hon^ Boardy 
men cannot be raised, we are full in the Artillery men but 
the other not one Quarter. The former I ebould not have 
got had I not given some more Enoonragement oiyself in 
Froeorinf dothingt 40. 

I stncetsfy wish that it was in my Poww to acq[oaint 
teHon^ Board tiiattiie Fort at the Bhym was Ibrwards. 
The want of utencils is such that no work can be canyed 
on. I shall Try to do something next week. 

I would ftirther mention that the Indians are prodigiously 
roMod thro* ewy Tribe.

Tfaie behie pie e enled to your Honon in behalf of tiio 
HonP** Congress, as Ool* Allan thinka it wonld be better 
for yonr Honors to manage this matter than to Bend it to 
Philadelphia. Your Honors will also receive their speech 
at tlio Time tiicgr detiTeiod the Belt to the Bnperinlendent . 

The Belt ia to be retomed to Ihean again with medala at 
each End, as Tokens of accepting their alliance k Friends 
ship, on one end for the United States ; k the other for 
the French (which M' Yelnais will manage in behalf of 
tilt Sing of France). It will be alao neceaMay for tiie 
HonP^ CkNmeil to letotn an anawer in writing, in behalf of 
Congress, with the State Seal affixed (as Yelnairs will 
do for the French), this matter the Indians hold sacred, 
and having it conducted properly will, be the greatest 
aerfiee in Sementi^g tiieir Friendnhip. The aooner it ia 
completed tiie better. 

I would also inform the Hon^ Board that when at 
Bhode Island, I applj'd to admeral Tomey for a Priest to 
go to Maohiaa for the Indiana. He oonld not return a 
poMve MMwertin flie Dajraaerlleftlhe Ialand,wUcii 
he waa to do to Gen* Heath, but from what he aaid| I have 
wasDn to think one will be granted.

On preparing 
ftr xoiif^AngMm wam» difficnlly uinng in thia place 
wUdb liad a Tendency of fgcmg adraiitage to the Bnemj 
in their pursoits for this country, and not being able to 
procure Common neceseaiys for Bubsistence, I proposed 
going until I received Intelligence and fiupplys, and Die- 
paftdied awiqr^iny two Sldeaiaona amc^g the Indiana, as 
pledgee beliveen na ftr tiie present A ftm daja ago 
aniTed an Express from the Indians on St Johns, with 
atrings of Wampum, to know what is Intended by the 
Americana k French with them, and to' agree upon a Gton' 
Oonteence aomewhere between thia 4 Bi Johna. By them 
I leceired btelfigence that aboat200 men with Ten piecea 
of Gannon and Two mortars, unth large Snpplys were 
arriyed at Fort How h landed, also Two Ships of War 
and Four other armed Vessels. By Information I have 
liad pfeviooa to tiii% with n fbrther eonfinnnticn of the 
newB, I amagine the enemy Litende fortifying different 
places on St Johns, to keep an open Communication that 
way, as allso to Extend to some of the Rivers on Passama- 
qvody for the purpose. Twelve daja ago an oaqpreaa 
•trlfed foom Qoebee bringa Inlelligenee that thqr were 
Oonetwitly fortifying the Diff^poalaon the fiver 8tLaw- 
rence. Gen' Haldiman was gone from Quebec to Montreal. 
Five weeks ago .arrived here from Halifax a Young 
Qentieniany e Subject of the Smpereur of Germany.

report made to the government of Massachusetts, and was 
written in 1798, or the following year. It contains infium- 
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■tioo 9t much hiBtorical yalne reladve to the IndiaiM in 
IfalM Mid K«ir Bmnawiok^ iMr condition and nvmbm 
al tiiat pariod, aa wall aa a raoognition of tiiair aanrioA 

and fidolity to. tho Unitod HtAtos daring the rovolation. 

It will bo rememborod that about 1798, tho condition of 
onr national af&ira with England waa£urfh>m aatiofiiotory, 
and the boat intemad Ibarad a war waa ahnoat onaToida- 
UOi That govammant had falbaad to aorrondor aoma of 
the forts according to troatj, and their continually fumish- 
ing the wofltom tribes with arms and influencing thorn 
to hostilities on our western settlemanta liad oaaaad a strong 
fcaling throoghont the country. 

In nddiliim to aU llii% tho daliBrt of Qan. 8i COaur bj the 
Indian^ and tha poor aoooaM of oUiar dataahmanti whioh 
wera aont agdnat tiieai, ooearionad people who reridad 
near ouj of the tribes to fear their vengeance. It is not 
nnlikelj that this paper may have induced tho legislature 
of Mnsaachnaetts to moke the treaties with the Pnsaama 
%Boddiaa and Panobaool% bjrwhioh tha Annar tribe wara 
aaamad In poaaeaiion of Plaaaant Pointi near Eaatport; tha 
islands above tide water in the 8t Croix, and also a good 
township of land on the lower Schoodic lake on which 
n considerable part of the tribe now reside. 

The Penobaoota were also aaoored in the posscasion of 
aoma townahipa of land, and tiie laige island, tiie home of 
tfia tribe, n donan mike alHnre Bangor, aa alao all the 
islands in the river above that place. It is supposed that 
the numbers of both these tribes is now much larger than 
dniiqg the levolittion. A oenana taken within a few years 
diowB them to be about equal, each having just about 
ftve hundred peraons. Thaj both retain their original 
lAOK^^g^ many of their ancient enatmna. The Paasn- 
maquoddies were originally a part of the 6t John or

From a misapprehension of people in general in tfala . 
country respecting Indians, before wo enter upon the 
present state of those in the eastern oountiy, it may be 
• neoessaiy in a aammaiy manner to bring into view their 
ritnaHon k eommnnieation, one with another, making 
each other obseryations as may give a competent Idea of 
them. 

On the lifer Penobscot which lies within oar settle- 
menti, there may be at pre s e nt fifty or siily funiiiea. The. 
riYer rana toward Oanada, an easy earrying plaoe tnm ita 
Source to tbo river St Lawrence below Quebec, on which 
is a small Indian fort, for the Security of such supplys aa 
may be laid in, 4 to keep np m ewrespondenoe between 
this tribe 4 the Indiana in Oanada; the person who haa 
the care of it is in British pay. From Penobscot Easteriy 
there is a communication by water, extending near the 
westerly branch of Schoodic, the canying place, short, 
eaqr and ft good path. Tou then nm thro' a ohain of 
Lakes nntill the waters disdhaige into the sea at Passam*- 
quoddy. These Lakes I conceive lie at the head of all the 
Bivers as £&r Westward as Union River. Most of them I- 
know have canying places from their source to the Lake. 
On the Tiakwa yon will find nmnben of Indiana firom 
Oanadai St Johns^ PenolMell^ 4 tte MiiJnmafllr Ooontiy,

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pnmiiDg their several emplojments agreeable to the sea- 
aoML Bome oonstant rendentB, 4 many of them for yean 
BOtMOOii tiMM ootity being peq^etnaUj on themofitb 
Tan migr pa» one di^ «id eee only eome aetttering wig- 
wama, end die next oibaerfe Yillagea.

tonperaed rovnd that Bstenrfve Bay; many fiuniliea baifo 
been known to reside for months with out being seen by 
the white Inhabitants. On entering Schoodic twenty 
miles from Bait water, you oome to the crotch where the 
Veatecn 4 Baatem branch meet PniaaiDg the Latter you 
ftnd n Ofliar eiiain of Lakea eslending towaida Mag* 
gAQdaviok [the andent St Orc^] k St Johns; from theae 
lakes run a number of streams, within a short distance to 
the river St Johns, some of the carrying places not exceed- 
ing* two nuka; in thia bmneh you miqr lind Indiana 
aitaaled aa on tiie Othw bnnob; the latteiiy I nndmtand 
not ao oonatant» but on the liver Haggaodttfio many make 
it their home. 

The river St Johns is ezteneive both to its source, as 
the niai^ Lakes and streams, which dischaige into it 
The nvmber oC Indians aettled on the aefenl porta from 
•a gnartai ave Indefinite. The Chief tiibe la oalled 
. Mawlhaelt wbo oeenpy an aneient Village ninety milea up 
the river [probably Aukpaqne]. ' From this to above the 
great Falls One hundred and twenty miles farther is an 
Other laige Yillage called MaddawMca.

common communicatioD by Land is about Thirty miles, 
.where there is a good road for horses. The facility of

106* lottwi at Ifaduas Iho day from a Priost (wHOk 
whom I corresponded) only 60 miles below Qaebec, k the 
Indiana ha^e told me, when the stream was rapid they 
. lum ddiraod lotten to the French oommanding Officer 
* itthomoolhof St J<^inilNirdajifiomQnoboe. Firam 
Passamaqnoddj to Bt Jdma in a straight lino is akoat 
Sixty miles. 

There are several routes from St John thro' the AGck- 
maok ooontry extending near the bay Ohaleors. The 
principal is liio great kko so eall'd, a stream from wlneli 

runs within three miles of the river Merrimichi about 
Seventy miles firom the entrance. The Course of this 
river I think is aboat W. S. the mouth emties in the 
Onlph St Lawrsnee^ fi^ iMgam K. W. from tiio 
IsOminsoflirovaSooliakyingon^baj Verta. On^ 
river is a great and wealthy tribe, many warriors among 
^ them. Between this k the bay Verte are several riverSi 
fhk eaoh of them aio ViUagea of Indians, and thegr hava 
oaqr Oonyejjanoea hj land to the great Lake of St Johna. 
From Merrimichi northward the carrying place does not 
exceed fifteen miles, into the bay Cbaleurs, at the head of 
which is the river RastigouohL The tribe here may be 
tml J oaU'd reapeetable^ as to nnmbefa, wealth and Intre- 
pidity. This oonehides tiie boondaiys of the Minirmach' 
Country that way ; only observing that there are numbers 
of Indians, in every river on the peninsular of Nova Scotia, 
between the bay Verte k the gat of Canso. Most of the 
Indians of Cape Sable shore hafo rsmofod to liieae riven 
and Ci^ Breton. 
A correspondence k interooorse have been open'd a 
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loDg tiine, thro' the several tribes, Vix, from Penobscot 
BtlTnuicu in CanadAft the whole of the Mickmac Countiy 
M iv ai Ghaltnn. Duing the laat Frenoh war tb# 
btfaM bdsg calM in ftoni difib«nt parte Ibr the dctooa 
of ]/>aiBboarg, Canada Ac, an acquaintanoe became more 
General, k I can assert from anthoiity, that an Indian can . 
harcU^ be found past 80 years of age bat ia acquaint'd and 
known whhin thia eirele. The rery easy oonTeyanoe by 
the Lakee, riveie and Streains eo Ihtenperaed in tiiis 
Country, they caa easy take their women children & bag- 
gage, where ever their Interest, Cariosity, or caprice may 
lead thenii 4 their natural propenai^'for roving ia such 
that yoa will see fiunilies in the oonne ci a year go thro* 
^ greatest part of this extent This of ooorse brings on 
a nearer Connection by Inter marriages which is now 
beeome universal, particular as flu* as Merrimichi k Bt 
Fnmeiay so rnnoh thai I well know that numbers which I 
kid fai tiie War are now lendente in Canada 4 odier 
&teint parts, and many fitnn thenoe are now Living at Bt 
Johns, Penobscot k Passamaqnoddy. 
Thus connected there appears no distinotion in the 
of the several hunting gnmndsy for all bj some tie or 
olbsr have an equal eUdm, are Ibllj domestieated as if 
natives of tlie district Tlie Same privalidges are observed 
in council, in peace or war, whether in a local or general 
aasembljt the result you will hear of at a most distant 
paK in a short time.

From this cursory .View, it * may be seen how easily the 
' Ckmvsyanoe between them is, particularly from Ganada, 
to ov eaifcsfii aetUemefate 4 the affinity 4 eonneetioa 
among ^ Bidiana M» Bztensive tnwt I assert 
this from my own knowledge by a long aojaaintanee k 
JkeqMit interviews before the xevolntion, having been in 
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eroy Iiidiaa 8«tlleiiMiit (Ouuidft ezoepted), wUdi m 

here meDtioned. [This shows that Col Allan must have 
been an Indian trader and in put acooimts for hit great 
inflaenoe cmr them.]

dispositions of the other are known; k tho' it happens 
some time when there b an object of consequence in view,

acting power. Thus it haa happened wben tribea baite 
been challenged for committing hostilities, they will pro- 
test against it & disavow any such Intentions, when probable 
the evil aroce firom the awritfince givea ly a few IndiTidfr 
ak of their own tribe. 

It may be noticed hy the fbregoiug, bow nninformed 
inost people even in the Eastern country are in regard to 
the number k situation of the Indians. Seeing a few, 
poor, IndoleBt k dmnkmi ftUowa attaodtng eboiit ataiea 
and placea where thcj can proenre liquor, e eontempilible 
opinion is formed of the whole. It has been also observed 
that unlike the Western Indians these will never pursue 
those Savage customs k from » long attachment will not 
iigareiM. Thia ia edangerona end preanmptioDa iwarttoa, 
I know them too well to riak fiib or property on each m 
desperate and precarious foundation. The greatest task I 
had during the late war was to restrain them from acts of 
•emeltgr, 4 on^ by dooe attention, persnation k fiiample 
brooi^t tiiem in a degree to a habit of hnmanify. For 
they are alwaya amdoiia to ftllow aome Violent or deape- 
rate course agreeable to their ancient Custom. I believe 
take them in a body or by particular tribes (as before 
dbaervpd) thej wonld not eonaent OfficiaUyi bat I am eoo^ 
vinced a nvmber of Lidividiiala are alwaya lea^, when 
the least enconragement is given to Ibim inamall paitiea4 
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•oattar About the Oomitiy. Should th^ not kill or destroy, 
ikBf win ttko mdi moOiodi •• gmfly to intlmidato k 
di0tr«88 the Ihhelilluili. But what moit be the danger 
when it ia considered that the whole country Eastward of 
Penobaooi are withdrawn k supported within the British 
Bneo eiaapenited hj the Bi|^toel k Inatentioii of the United 
Btatai^ Baljeeled to llie Inflnmioe and perpetaal Innni^ 
ations of thoee under the infli enoe of Lord Doroheeter. I 
hare the least to dread myself of danger from them, but 
when such combinations of Inducements, sanctioned k 
enooimged bj Eedeeiaatieal antborilyjt Indulgenoe, the 
noil Krteemed FHend eaanok be ealb, wUoh hy Fitel 
experience has taken place in Nova Scotia. 

I ihall not attempt briefly to notice the different trans- 
•ctMMia and opperations with the IndianSi from the com- 
BMBoeoMnt of the imhitioii whieh haifeoome within my 
knonHedgei. Belbve wj lesring Notb Bootift in 1776, it 
was suggested by some persons in Qovemment, to Encou- 
rage the Indiana to take an acUve part against the United 
Btatai aa ft oheok npon the Inhabitants of the Provinoe) a 
giealproporttoiiofwhom were attached to the Ihteiestof 
Ameriea), 4 to idd ft Infliienee the Ihdiaiis move West* 
ward to harass k disturb the Eastern settlements of 
Massachusetts so as to annex these parts to that Oolony. 
In consequence of this I dispatched oonriers to the di£Eemit 
ViUagea thro* the Miffkmaok Ooontiy, andiHreyions to my 
departure, met a large body, among them weie depaties 
from St Johns k other parts acljacent A long k tedious 
conference took place k a satisfactory explanation given of 
the diipate between America 4 Britain. It was then 
oondoded 1^ m leogfty speech from liiem k a solemii 
declanlioii made that if from sitoalioD and ^Bstaace tiiey 
oould not assist, they would not injure or molest the 
Americans. A chief frtnn Merrimichi apgke for the 
iMe^ th^ wen aD .aaone^no dietiiiotion made betwemi 
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the different tribea. Bmg oompeled to leave that countiy 
toddenljy the honnem was aoon oonmmnioMd to the 
Coimea il BoetoiL .Mr Bowdom, tlien praridintof tiii 
oofimeily entned Teiy miniitely into tiie partieiilm, and 
pressed my departure to the Southward. General Wash- 
ington approved of the proceedings k desired me to laj it 
Immediatelj before Congress that Steps might be taken 
to iel|dii their Mendeliip.

Rmoaa to being appointed, tiieio were aefond 
negotiatiooM hj order of the Ifaanehvaetta k General 
Washington, Letters k Speeches are now to be seen 
among the Indians, k Great encouragements k promises 
made them. In May, 1777^ I arrived on the liver fit 
Johnfly where a number were eoUeeted* The bnnneM waa 
oommnnioated and m jself acoepted as an agent We aoon 
bad a general meeting eom p oa o d of depotiea firom ^ffnent 
parts, including the whole tribes of St Johns and Passa- 
maqnoddy. It was agreed and concluded that Peace k 
f ziendship be now Established permanent k lasting be- 
tween the United States & the Several Tribea that aooh of 
.tbemaa werain the vicinity of the Statoa ahoold immedi* 
ately withdraw and aariat fai the doAnoe of Ibo ooantiy» 
which lay within the Jurisdiction of the United States. 
That any Individual belonging to those tribes whose 
Situation would not permit them publicly to take an 
aotire part were admited to join with tlioaa who did. 
That thoae floipl<^yed ahould be aupporled during tiieir 
eerfiee k ^ widowa # ehildren of aneh ae died in ^o 
time, to be taken care of till otherwise provided for* 
That they ihoold be for ever viewed aa brothers 4 ohildreB, 
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under the Piotecdon k Fatherly care of the United States * 
4 m^i^ 9mj rig^ A prmledge» Accordmg to the dif- . 
ftMm nf wtaitloii in prapottton with o4h«n. Thej 
should enjoy the free omoiM of idiglon agreeable to their 
profeeeion, a clergyman of that denomiiiation be fbmiahed 
end A eoitahle residenoe he provided for him, on which a 
plaeeofwoiih^wBetobeeieoted. Tb^ were to have an 
eonlwlve to tiie bemr bunV «rif not eooasleiift 
with the lighti of ettiere, m e o Ma iy Btope were to be teken, 
as to prevent a destruction of the game k other enormitiee 
eommited by the white hunters, by which conduct a great 
^imioiitieQ of that andent k profitable support has beea 
Ibe Oomeqnenoee. That iu timee of diffienllgr 4 diatnaiy 
or bj any tmibmeii ealami^r tiioee who life within the 
Tenitoiy of the United States, should be furnished with - 
ammimition for fowling kc in proportion as their ne* 
OHillSfe leqmied. That trade was to be so regulated as to 
prennt impoiltiony that an agent dionld bonatantlj reaide 
aa near them aa poirible, to whom they might i^ly for 
redress, k to assist in the transacting of bunneaa among . 
the Inhabitants k such other necessary matter as Iheir 
sitaation required. These were the principal objects at 
Ihislime^lmtinliieeovfeeof the war, the. Indiana of 8t 
JohM k PasmmMinoddyy resigned to tfie United States

How far these people have complied with their engage- 
meats our present possessions, Eastward of Penobscot 
might be ft mifidoat proo^ ■■ it it acknowledg'd hj all 
Mquiiitid wilih tint oonntiy tint tMr aMutiiiee was a 
principle Bupp<Mt in its defenee. But in Jnttiee Id Ibem I 
would take the Liberty to mention a circumstance among 
many others, which must evince the Zeal bj which they 
wen actuated. Sometime after my arrival in St Johae in 
ITTTt Lieat Gov; FraneUin British Soperintendent arrived 
with a etrong Land k Sea Force fturnisihed with every 
requisite to allure the Indians. Our quarters were within 
Eight milee. On^ two white persons remained with me. 
Cooferenoee eveiy day alternately on both ndee* k aft«r 
nsing every Stratagem 4 art to gain them k make me a 
prisoner, they in a l>ody to the number of 128 canoes 
containing near Five hundred men, women & Children, 
left the river with me at the find of Ten days, only a few 
£yniUea remaining to keep np a claim k give Intelligence,. ^ 
when there was not more than a weeks proviskma for the 
whole. They left their Uttle filantatione well improved 
and a good prospect, with a great part of their cloathing, 
A«afler 28 days Journey arrived at Machias, suffcriug many 
hardships k difficoltiee by the excessive heats, and the 
Lqwnesiof die 8treams,whichgreati^ obstructed the eanoei. 

Their Zeal k attention during the war, fitNn tiie attempt 
made by the British under Sir Geo. Collier, is so well 
known in that Countiy that it needs *no coment Their 
uniform conduct boith in respect of humauiiy, aa well ae 
■ubmitiQg witk patience under every difficult waa not 
Inferior to tiie most dMplined troops, k even when 
Imposed on at a time of Intoxication k fleeced of the 
little they had, they always sat down contented and re- 
signed without any appearance of resentment or malice. 

At the doae of the war, a eirenmstantial apoount of tiie 
Pkoe^edingi waa laid befiwe the Government of Mawaohiii^'

tation invested the Latter with the management of Indian

hKW9 prevented mnoh trouble k expense and given security 
to the countty, this appointment took place in June, 1788. 
• . Ill September it was communicated to the Indians in the 
eetenl parl% who signified their SeliifiMtkMi. Thetieel|y 
ef 1777 WM thin eonfirm*d k en amogement fiw ftitore 
Oondnet The Lidiens at this time endeeivored to prevent 
the English from making a Bettlement at St Andrews, & 
did Actually seiae some persons, who attempted to survey 
th^ Lands there. 

In January, 1784, It waa Suggeelfd to Oongrsss fnm 
the Massachusetts, that such an appointment was improper, 
consequently^ as no steps were taken to contravent it, the 
agency was dissolved in March followin|^. From that time^ 
it doea not appear thai ai^ notice baa been taken of them 
« lotiieBaelivardofPenobeoot 

The Indiana n oti r ltt i aia nding the treatment k neglect, 
continued sometime in the vicinity of Passamaqnoddy 
eipecting when the confusion and huny arrising from the • 
war were anbaided, notice would be taken of them; \mk 
noOiing encouraging coming to view thej began to with* 
draw in small bodies to their former Settlements, destitute 
of necessaries to subsist, k of friends to protect them. In 
this indigent state, those of St Johns su£fered much k 
'ftqrMt llie resentment of tiie lK7aliat,te their attach- 
meni and aasiatance to flie United Stales, ftlVv near two 
years wandered about frt>m Place to place, disquieted & 
unsettled* They at length began again to embody k consult 
more gmttoMj respecting their situation still attached to 
Ihia eonntiy,^tiiqr rq^aated^ iqppljr'd to me to a aetlto 
4 to pioeno a clergyman, ifnodiing else could be done. I

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Bvadad the twinm, ecmtumed thdr Boikitatk»i» 4 
I lliie^ gate thmn ibr answer, it was not in my powor, 4 
reoommended to make application themselves to the head 

of Qoyerament; but in January, 1791, a message came 
from the Several Villages on 8t Johns 4 repealed their 
demands 4 deliyer'd it in sneh a manner as alarmed me^ 
oonseqnentij I consented to meet and oonsnlt witib thenit 
(this may be thooght Timidity, bnt it is a manm iMt me, 
never to live near Indians, except iu a state of defence, 
without a certainty of their Friendship either in peace or 
war). At a laige Cooneil it was agreed among other 
things to address the Bishop<tf Baltimore, playing to be 
eonsider^d as brothers 4 OhUdren of the United States, 4 
to take them under his care as Spiritual Father k request- 
ing a clergeman to reside among them. That an address 
be presented to the Gteeral CSoart of Massachusetts to lay 
ont a soitaUe Settlement as a rssort Ibr themsetfes 4 a 
rssidenoe Ibr tiie Priest The former of these were an- 
swered to their Sanguine Expectations & the clergyman 
arrived among them in October, 1792, A man who ap- • 
peered well qualify'd for the mission. 

In ICaroh, 17d8» a speech was presented to the Genenl 
Court 4 Oommissioners were appointed who met Hie 
Indians in October following, but Uieir power was so 
limited, that no satisfactory agreement could be made. 

The Indians at this time appeared veiy thooghtfoU 4 
anzions abont the bnsinessi 4 the ptooeedinga lather €ppe> 
iat6d*to onr dissdvantage. 

In November the Indians sent for me to attend. I was 
with them five days» in which time we had several public 
andpiifaleeonforsnees. After recapitulating their Treaties 
4 the promises made liiem. Their Oondnet duiqg flie 
War, their snfibrings 4c; they demanded a foUOlment of 
these promises ; particular Lands for settlements, which if 
refused thqr shonld view themselves free from ail engage- 
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ments k be at liberty to treat and accept of any Proposals 
made to them by any other Power, k in future to pursue 
, in their own way what they thought consistant with their 
fi|^tB Mid Intomti but woald wait to the begining of 
.Nnmytokiiow wbslwoiikl be done Ibrtlieiii In Boston* 

A report pren^led this Summer that the British were 
endeayoring to draw the Indians into Kew Brunswick, k 
. in November when at the Village I reoeiTod authentio 
•dvioe k InfonnatioD of the partioalars. 

The British in those pnrlB fimnd it nee e ss ai y to bring 
tiie Indians over for the deifenee of tlie Gonntry, as tlie 
marching Troops were ordered off to assist against the 
French. Also should any rupture take place with this 
Ooontiyi to ssonre their Interest betimes. For this pm^ 
pooe pnpMSlions ba;ve besn inaking sinoe Angost listy . 
soppliss of ell kinds btt?e been laid in, k many things 
distributed among them. Several letters have been sent 
the Priest» promising every attention, k a satisfactory 
Oompensation. Boring my Visit a letter was received k 
ayeessU detained at St Andrews some dajsfor him. I 
renloastrated against his going; he promised not as long 
as he could retain any Indians and procure Subsistance as 
he had suffered hitherto. But in April it appears that 
himself k the residue of the Indians had removed to 6t 
Johns, a few Btrsggling ones Sxoeplsd. This is the tme 
stale and sitoatton of the Lidians in that eonntiy. 

It has allways been observed that even a few suspected 
Indians creates a great dread on the minds of the Inhabit- 
lanta, particnlar in an Infiuit ootmtiyi where the dwellings 
are generaUj scattered from eadi otfaer^ k this is the Case 
with a large portion of oar new setOementa. While the 
Indians continued among the Inhabitants there jvras not 
this to fear. For a friendly .oommnnication has always 
lypsarsd 4 wluoh in a Bingnlar manner has been praotis'd

danger timely noUce is given, but wben lemoifed erefy 
. triiiing Occurence gives a general Allarm. 

It is remarked by some that they had better begone, 
that it will save troable 4 Expense, bat let it be observed 
this lemaveiebntfiirftiiiieU distuiee. The Inhebltaste 
aie eontiniieUy ealjeot te Ihe eame Evil k deprived ef 
meo J beneftli whieh enieoe ftmn * meie Litiiiuito ac^ 
qnaintance. 

Should the Indians get once settled down k attached 
Bolely to the other Government it will opperate very much 
against the settlement of the Eaatera Coontiy. IJie old 
Inhabitaate who have been aoeostomed to thdrwi^a, are 
much eodcenedand dread theeoneeqneneee enren in pcaee. 
It is therefore essential for the advantage of the settlements 
in that part of the commonwealth some methods should 
be taken to show the minds of the Indians what is their 
Intentions^ and Endeavor to seedre tiieir XntnresI and 
Friendship as eoon ae poeeible. 

It has been ohser?ed by some, tiial we have no rightto 
negotiate with Ihdiane, that do not live within the Juris- 
diction of the States. This seems to have been the senti- 
ments of the Committee^ who made the report in March, 
1798» as to the lands propoeed k the resolves were Confined 
Ibr ^ nse of the Fessamaqaoddy tribe. If the Ibrefoi^g 
'Btatoment be eonfided in k Litelligible, it maybe seen 
that there is no distinction to be made, bat if there was, 
the Passamaquoddy Tribe Comparitively have the Least 
Ohiim, both as to numbers k attention in time of difficulty, 
4 in the Late TiiuisaGtioa there were live oUien to one of 
lliem^ 

Bat this sentiment I never heard advaneed before^ eiflier 

by the French, English or any other nation. Indiane are 
not salyeot to, or amenable to ai^ power; they have been 
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ilwi|t iknnAm AdiftiMt Bo^Ttgmm'd bjtiiairown 
tmkmmk mtnnnw^ nor will thejew traiel j aoboiit to

the case with the French k English. It is not the right of 
■oil or the clnmiDg a Joriidlctiony that should be oon-

MfjnirtloB or people; Bnl to eeenfotiieir amity* Ihtateit 
to prevent those horrid loenee of revenge k enidty to 
which they are accustomed. I am fnlly persuaded that 
every Nation who are subject to depredations from them, 
bsvo a right k authority to Ooltivato their Friendship^ 4 
pmno fo that pnipoio ereiy meeenre hj Mgo^tAcm or 
otfMriBediodi, either in Hio oonntiy wiuto thigr reride^ or 
any oUier plaoe agreed on (provided it does not dietab 
the peace k quiet of the civilized Subject), in order to 
gnard against k ward ofif such evils, as much as to defend 
tbemselvee against the Wolf or bear. For should the 
tMOMr doetrine bo eetibliehed, the Eaetem Ckmntij mnit 
be inamiBow SHoatioDyae there eaa be no Lidiaaeto
